He was m bright 
tliaf he needed little or no " coach- 
ing," but these hearers were a 
neecHsity, and he had from one to 
four constantly serving him, except 
• luring the last few month*, when 
no lectures were given. Moreovc-r, 
the profe.ssor who "wanted to make 
sure that he uiideistood <;orrectly," 
WT<M to him upon the blaekl)oard. 

Without doubt, lip- reading was 
often a convenience to him, with- 
in its limitations. The manual 
Hlphal)et, if mastered by these 
numerous assistants — a matter of a 
few hours, practice— would have 
iriven him another means of person- 
al intercourse often less con- 
spicuous than lip-reading, much 
wider in range, and infinifely more 
eertain, safe, and sure. With both 
rnems he would have been doubly 
able to receive inteHigenc<! up to 
u certain point, but neither nor 
l)Oth could be at all adequate to the 
pf>sition in which he was placed ; 
for that the one thing nwdful was 
ears to hear in plac- of his own, 
whieh heard not.

the minds of the deaf in reading 
my case and experience, and they 
will abide at the decision of a re- 
putable physiciaa, and not try «o- 
-'■ialists who elaliorately 
ist to set a trap for them 
and fle^ee them of as much money 
as they possibly can. 

Now, the fiuesfion is, after such 
treatmfejits to what extent jire they 
f»enefited ? I have no doubt that 
they tend fo make it oniy worse, 
and you will find yourself in a 
worse condition aff4»r treatment 
than you were l>efore.

stored again, owing to the weakened 
condition of the aural veins from 
catarrh, coupled by the constant 
noise of the drums cracked the ear 
drums and could not be restored 
again. I was sceptical at this, so 
I consulted the great aurist and 
oculist Dr. Webster, who has l)een 
assf>ciafed with the late Dr. Agnew, 
one of the best aurists in the world. 
He came to the same conclusion, 
that my hearing could not l)e re- 
stored again, then I abided by what 
he said and did not try any more. 
But the alluring advertisementB in 
the daily papers from time to time, 
about new devices to help or aid 
hearing for the deaf caught my eye, 
and, naturally, I have tried almost 
every in.strument, and to what ex- 
tent did they benefit me. Not an 
atom of it ; only left me with a few 
hundreds less out of my pocket, so 
this should be a warning fo the 
deaf to abide by the decision of a 
reputable physician, or have them- 
selves examined at an aural in- 
firmary, and they will tell them if 
there is any hope or not. Hut hy 
all means keep off from those allur- 
ing advertisements, they may be 
only a trap for your money, and 
that is all.

the attention of Congress is called 
to tiie fact that the dormitoricfi for 
both sexes in the College are now 
filled to their utmost limit. No es- 
timate for new buildings is subinit- 
ted, but the attention of Congress 
is respectfully culled to the neiressi 
ty for enlarged accommodations at 
an early date. 

Dr. (4allaudet also informs me 
that an efT<irt is fo be made to get

When 
the worm is full-grown it spins a 
cover about itself, winding the fine 
strands of silk round and round its 
body until it is wholly covered in 
a ease called the cocoon. They 
are softened in hot watei, and the 
.«iilk libers are wound off upon 
spools. The fibers are spun into 
silk tlin>ad, which is woven into 
cloth. More silk goods are made 
in France than in any other country 
in Eui'ope.
